Murphy first 


Dot Murphy, a _ former 
women’s basketball coach at 
Mississippi University for 
Women, has been hired by the 
Hinds Junior College Athletic

Murphy is the first woman 
football coach in the National 
Junior College Athletic 
Association’s history, but has 
brought seven years of 
coaching experience to her 
new job. After receiving her 
B.S. from Mississippi Univer- 
sity for Women in 1974, she 
was assistant women’s basket- 
ball coach for a year at the 
University of Tennessee at 
Martin, Tennessee. While 
working on her Master’s 
degree, which she earned in 
1977 from Mississippi State 


University, she coached 
women’s basketball at 
Itawamba Junior College. 


From 1977 to 1982 she coach- 
ed at Mississippi University 
for Women. 

Throughout her 
undergraduate college career 
she won numerous sports and 
scholastic awards and played 
in national tournaments as 


t woman coach 


well as taking a silver medal as 
a member of United States 
Women’s Basketball team in 
the World University Games 
held in Moscow, Russia in 
1973. She was also named 
Rookie of the Year in the Na- 
tional Women’s Invitational 
Tournament in 1974, and was 
All American in 1972 and 
1974. 


Though she has no formal 
football coaching experience, 
Bill Buckner, head football 
coach for the Eagles, said, 
‘‘She is working out. fine and 
the receivers have responded 
well to her. She’s an asset, cat- 
ching on quickly to what we 
do.’’ 

Dr. Clyde Muse, president 
of the Hinds Junior College 
District stated, ‘‘She has the 
coaching skills to make a ma- 
jor contribution to our foot- 
ball program.”’ 

Murphy is married to Gene 
Murphy who has been 
coaching football at Hinds for 
one year. They have a son, 
Kelly, six years old, and a 
daughter, Jennifer, twenty- 
two months old.

We would like to welcome 
our returning students, enter- 
ing freshmen, and other first- 
time students to the 1984 fall 
semester of the Hinds Junior 
College District. We trust that 
you will experience a unique 
and most pleasant educational 
experience here at Hinds. We 
feel that you will find our 
faculty and staff most deserv- 
ing of its reputation for being 
dedicated, efficient, eager to 
serve, and _ satisfying to 
students while providing quali- 
ty educational experiences to 
each student. 

The 10,763 student enroll- 
ment in the fall of 1983 made 
the College one of the largest 
institutions of higher learning 
in the state. These students 
came not only from our five 
county District, but also from 
counties all over Mississippi 
and other states and countries. 
We are extremely proud of our 
student body and the contribu- 
tions made by Hinds’ students 
here on our campus, on the 
campuses of other institutions, 
and the world of work. 

Current projects of renova- 
tions, repairs, improvements, 
and construction in the 
District include improvements 
to the student union building, 
conversion of a faculty house 
to use as a career counseling 
unit, and the dedication of a 
dormitory complex to house 
432 students on the Utica 
Campus. The complex consists 
of three dormitories, a 
cafeteria, a student lounge and 
a facility housing the resident 
hall director, laundry area and 
offices. Cost for constructing 
and equipping this complex 
was approximately four 
million dollars. 

The Raymond Campus is 
anticipating a dedication in 
November of the William M.

Due to renovations in Herrin- 
Stewart Hall to accommodate 
the expanded computer ser- 
vices, the Special Services Lab 
is moving into new quarters. 
When the renovation of the 
ground floor of Denton Gym 


is complete the Lab will locate 
there. 

The Jackson Campus- 
Sunset Drive Center has come 
into repairs due to the damage 
by our Yazoo Clay. Repairs to 
the foundation are complete. 
Fall renovation plans there in- 
clude the Technical Physics 


Lab and the Child Care 
Center. 

The friable asbestos 
materials survey has been 


completed and designated 
priority areas are in the pro- 
cess of being removed. 

Our College has _ recently 
been recognized nationally 
with two firsts. The Hinds 
Junior College District was 
recognized by United States 
Undersecretary of Energy, Pat 
Collins, as ‘‘a model for other 
junior colleges to follow’’. He 
congratulated Hinds for being 
a leader in the nation in energy 
conservation. 

The second is wide receiver 
football Coach Dot Murphy. 
She is the first female football 
coach in the National Junior 
College Athletic Association. 

Your student officials have 
been meeting and planning ac- 
tivities for the opening of this 
session. I am _ tremendously 
impressed by your leaders’ 
work and feel that they have 
some exciting plans for 
students for the coming year. I 
would challenge each of you to 
work with your elected student 
leaders by becoming involved 
and support these activities. 

We certainly hope that you 
will find the year just as ex- 
citing and rewarding as we feel 
it will be.

Hinds defeats 
Northeast 21-6 


The Hinds Junior College 
Eagles opened the 1984 foot- 
ball season by defeating the 
Northeast Junior College 
Tigers 21-6 in Booneville last 
Saturday night. 

The Eagles broke loose just 
before the halftime when they 
took over the ball at their 29 
and after five plays Eagle 
quarterback Milton Taylor of 
Jackson swept right end on 
another keep from eight yards 
out, then cut back into the end 
zone for the touchdown. 
Hinds kicker Claus Larsen 
made the extra point and the 
Eagles had a 7-0 lead at the 
half. The Tigers took posses- 
sion of the ball but were 
unable to do anything in the 
remaining time. 

On the opening play of the 
third quarter Hinds’ Loviett 
Dixon of Jackson returned the 


boot 88 yards to give the 
Eagles their second 
touchdown. Claus Larsen 


again made the extra point and 
the Eagles were leading 14-0. 

Northeast made their only 
touchdown of the game with 
2:18 left in the third quarter 
when Tiger quarterback 
Lamar Keith scored from the 
seven on a sweep of left end. 
The attempt for the point after 
failed when the center snap 
was missed. 

During the fourth quarter 
Eagle tailback Bruce Parker of 
Houma, Louisiana got loose 
on a 67 yard sprint with a pit- 
chout around right end for the 
final Eagle touchdown. Larsen 
made the extra point and the 
Eagles wrapped up their first 
victory of the year with a 21-6 


win. 

Commenting on the game 
Coach Bill Buckner remarked, 
“It’s real exciting to win the 
opening game of a season and 
I believe that we got a lot of 
tremendous play out of our 
defense and when we correct 
some of the mistakes we made 
on offense I’ll feel a lot better 
about our total game.’’ 

Further remarking on the 
Northeast game Buckner com- 
mented, ‘‘Overall our kicking 
game-was in good shape even 
though we had a couple of 
break downs.”’ 

The Hinds Eagles will meet 
Pearl River Junior College in 
Raymond on Saturday, 
September 8, at 7:30 p.m. 
Commenting on the upcoming 
game, Coach Buckner stated, 
‘‘They have a traditional team 
with a super running back this 
season and there has always 
been a running battle between 
Pearl River and Hinds.’’

The Maid of Cotton pro- 
gram is being enhanced and 
expanded through a special 
projects grant to The Cotton 
Foundation by the Ciba-Geigy

The Living Will: 


Just recently the 1984 Mississippi Legislature pass- 
ed a law concerning filing a ‘‘Living Will’’. This gives 
people over the age of 18 the right to die in cases of 
terminal illness, in which they are on life support 
systems. 

I would like to commend the legislature for passing 
this bill, and giving people the right to choose. 

I. never could understand the need for life- 
sustaining methods. If there is no hope of a patient 
ever regaining consciousness, what is the purpose of 
dragging the friends and family through such an 
ordeal? In my opinion, to be alive doesn’t mean lying 
in a hospital bed hooked up to a machine. 

But, that’s the problem, I’m telling you my opi- 
nion. I’ve néver been in that situation and I honestly 
don’t know what I’d do. All I can do is speculate. I 
think the passing of the law is good. I think this 
because I have a strong belief in personal freedom. 
It’s tragic to see families who want to let a loved one 
die, peacefully, but can’t because of the law: , 

The law also offers a revocation form. This is in 
case you file a ‘‘Living Will’’ then decide later you 
would want to be put on life sustaining methods. So, 
either way, you’re covered. 

Of course, this isn’t a subject everyone likes to 
dwell on, but it’s a reality that some of us must deal 
with. If you’ve never thought about it, you should. 
It’s not something to be‘taken lightly, and you have to 
consider more than just your feelings. If this is an 
issue you consider important, discuss it with your 
family and contact the Mississippi State Department 
of Health Division of Public Health Statistics. 

And again, even if we are for or against the ‘‘right 
to die’’, we should all be thankful for the right to 
choose.

Only a small number are 
allowed into the program 
because. in’. the: child 
developmental program only a 
few children are needed to 
provide a representative of 
every preschool age. Present- 
ly, the program only. consists 
of infants and toddlers but will 
be expanded to all preschool 
age divisions next year. 

The child care laboratory 
began mainly as a child 
development laboratory where 
college students get experience 


with children. The students ac- 
tually learn how to plan meals 
for children, cook and serve 
them. Also, the students have 
different enrichment games 
that involve the children in 


éach preschool division. For — 


example, for the one month 
old child the students place 
various strips of colored tape 
on the child’s blanket and as 
the child pushes up he notices 
these strips of tape and 
becomes interested. 


Mary Ann Jacobs, Director 
of. the Child Care Program, 
stated, ‘‘I think in terms of the 
college student the laboratory 
experience with children is the 
most important part of the 
program. The student can br- 
ing to that experience and put 
into practice under our super- 
vision while in a protective en- 
vironment all he/she has 
learned in the classroom. This 
builds confidence in the stu- 
dent.”’

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Danish kicker 
finds new home 


If you said Hinnerup 
around the Hinds campus it 


would only mean: anything to © 


one person, and that would be 
a tall blond, blue eyed Dane 
named Claus Larsen who hap- 
pens to be the kicker for the 
Hinds Eagles. Hinnerup is the 
home of Larsen in Denmark 
who came to Hinds three years 
ago by way of Forest Hill High 
School. 

Larsen was an exchange stu- 
dent at Forest Hill and when 
he came to Jackson in August 
of 1981 he had never seen 
American football.. He was 
familiar with soccer which is 
the Football-European style 
football. 

Larsen tells of going out for 
the team at Forest Hill and 
Coach Billy Templeton was 
nice letting him watch for 
awhile and then put him at 
split end position. After realiz- 
ing that the kickers for using 
soccer style Larsen asked to 
try kicking for FHS and that is 
what he does best. 

Following high school 
graduation Larsen went back 
to Denmark for the summer 
before heading back to the 
USA and taking up Coach Bill 
Buckner’s offer to kick for the 
Eagles.

American football was not 
enough for Larsen to over- 
come homesickness so when 
this time summer rolled around 
he headed back to Denmark. 
Larsen also attributes his stay- 
ing in Denmark the next year to 
his finding a_ girlfriend 
and also the fact that he 
receives no credit for attending 
an American college. While 
home that year he went to pre- 
college, a place between high 
school and regular college. 

It was around Christmas 
that Larsen’s thoughts 
wandered back to the USA 
and he wrote Coach Buckner 
and asked about returning the 
next season. 

Buckner was happy to have 
the tall Dane return to the 
Eagle squad and as _ mid- 
August approached and 
Larsen appeared on campus 
few faces were familiar to him 
other than teachers he had 
during his first year. 

Making friends easily is no 
problem for Larsen for if you 
didn’t know who he was he 
seems just like one of the guys. 
However, he _ speaks five 
languages and is known to 
quickly correct a student for 
misusing the English language. 

With five games behind him 
this season Larsen has 13 extra 
points to his credit and he has 
attempted 5 field goals and 
completed 3 for a combined 
total of 22 points he scored for 
the Eagles.

Special services office 
moves to Denton Gym 


The Special Services office 
has been moved from Herrin- 
Stewart Hall to the basement 
of Denton Gym. This office is 
available for certain students 
that need assistance in school. 

The services are available 
for three types of students: 
handicapped students, some 
foreign students, and students 
needing financial assistance. 
The program is funded to han- 
dle approximately 137 
students yearly, but occa- 
sionally goes over this quota. 
The number of students ac- 
cepted depends mainly on the 
needs of the students. 

The program assists han- 
dicapped students by making 
sure they have access to all 
their classes. Some foreign 
students are eligible for help 
this program. 
However, the program can ac- 
cept only those foreign 
students that are American 
citizens, or are in the process 
of becoming American 
citizens. 

The third type of student the 
service offers assistance to are 
students with financial pro- 
blems. The students and their 
family must be considered 150 
percent below poverty level, 
and the student must be a first 


generation college student. 
Two-thirds of the funding the 
program receives is directed 
toward this type of student. 
The service doesn’t offer 
scholarships, but will assist the 
student in finding funds for 
school. The program also of- 
fers tutoring for all three types 
of students. 

If a student is interested in 
the program he or she can go 
by the office and fill out an ap- 
plication. If a student is con- 
sidered eligible the service will 
begin assistance as soon as 
possible. There is no time limit 
on applying with the special 
services. The program is open 
to needy students all year. 

The special services pro- 
gram is Federally funded with 
some local assistance. It is 
directed by Sandra Boyd and 
the staff coordinator is Ginger 
Manchester. The office hours 
are 8:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. 
Monday through Friday and 
the phone number is 857-3386. 
‘*We’d be glad to talk with any 
students who feel they are 
qualified, all they have to do is 
come by and fill out an ap- 
plication’’, commented Ms. 
Boyd. 

The service also has _ posi- 
tions available for tutors.

HJCD Enrollment figures 
show slight decrease 


The total student enrollment 
for the Hinds Junior College 
District for the 1984 fall 
semester is 10,462 a decline 
from 2.8 percent from last 
year’s enrollment. 

The number of academic 
students enrolled is 4,812, 
down 3.8 percent from last 
year. The Technical student 
enrollment is 2,097, down 14.4 
percent from last year. Voca- 
tional enrollment is down 23.4 
percent with 1,050 students. 
This year ABE/CEU/AVE/ 
Inudstrial Training enrollment 


is up 99 percent with 
953 students enrolled this 
year. The number of high 
school students are up 6 per- 
cent this year with 1,549 
enrolled. 


The Raymond campus has 
4,133 postsecondary students 
enrolled for 1984. The Utica 
Campus has 878 postsecon- 
dary and 375 secondary 
students enrolled for a total of 
1,253. The Jackson Branch 
has 1,503 postsecondary 
students enrolled. There are 
350 postsecondary students 
enrolled in the Nursing/ Allied 
Health Center.

Pulitzer Nominee... . 
Noted author speaks on campus 
sponsored by English Department 


Virginia Spencer Carr, 
author of The Lonely Hunter: 
A Biography of Carson Mc- 
Cullers, and Dos Passos: A 
Life, spoke on the Raymond 
Campus of the Hinds Junior 
College District Wednesday, 
October 17. Her subject was 
‘“‘Dos Passos and the Making 
of Biography.”’ 

The Lonely Hunter, 
published in 1975, has been 
widely acclaimed. Nominated 
for a Pulitzer Prize and Na- 
tional Book Award, the Mc- 
Cullers biography won _ the 
Francis Butler Simkins Prize 
of the Southern Historical 
Association and Longwood 
College. The Don Passos 
biography was published this 
month. 

Dr. Carr, professor of 
English at Columbus College 
in Georgia, has lectured widely 
throughout the United States, 
as well as in Poland, Turkey, 
South Korea and Japan as a 
member of the international 
civilian good will mission, 
Friendship Force. Her Friend- 
ship Force lectureship in 
Poland in 1980-81 coincided 
with the birth of Solidarity, 
the now-outlawed Polish Peo- 
ple’s Labor Union. She has a 


novel-in-progress which is set 
in Poland during that. time 
frame. 

A native of West Palm 
Beach, Florida, Dr. Carr 
received her B.A. and Ph.D. 
from Florida State University 
and her M.A. from the 
University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill.

Body Shop saves customers, 
provides work for students 


The Auto Body and Frame 
Department of the Raymond 
campus is located in the voca- 
tional complex at the back of 
the campus. The program is 
instructed by Herbert McPhail 
and Hastel Brewer. 

McPhail began teaching the 
course 15 years ago in a small 
shop with 12 students who 
handled about 5 cars at a time. 
Now the course has 42 
students who handle up to 125 
cars a semester. Classes are six 
hours a day, five days a week 
for 3 semesters and one sum- 
mer. 

When the students graduate 
they are prepared to work and 
most of the students have little 
trouble finding jobs. McPhail 
commented, ‘‘Several com- 
panies have called the shop 
looking for people to come to 
work for them and we can 
place students easily.’’ 

In the program the students 
learn everything from repair- 
ing a small dent to doing a 


‘total’, which is completely 
rebuilding the body of a car. 
There is very little book work 
in the course and 75 percent of 
the student’s grade is taken 
from shop work. 

McPhail gives estimates on 
vehicles that need work on 
Mondays from 1 p.m. until 3 
p.m. The program is now 
booked up for the rest of the 
semester. ‘‘We never have pro- 
blems finding cars to work 
on,’’ commented McPhail. 


Since the students work so - 


closely together they tend to 
become the best of friends. 
““We’ve got a lot of good 
students. We end up being 
more like a family because we 
spend so much time together,”’ 
said McPhail. Several of the 
students have gone on to open 
up their own businesses and 
have been very successful. 


The only charge to a 
customer is the cost of 
materials. This means. the 


- customers can save from 75 to 


80 percent by taking their car 
to the HJC body shop rather 
than a commercial business. 

McPhail and his students 
are very safety conscious. 
There is a large sign as you 
walk into the shop that re- 
quests people to check with a 
supervisor about entering the 
shop. Even though the sign Is 
very evident people entering 
the shop seldom notice it. 
McPhail also requires visitors, 
as well as his students, to wear 
safety glasses. 

The facility tries to help the 
faculty and student body 
before taking outside work. 
The program is open to female 
as well as male students. The 
program has never had any 
female students but they have 
had handicapped students that 
did quite well. 

The students can handle any 
kind of body repair, so if you 
are interested in having work 
done, call Herbert McPhail or 
Hastel Brewer at 857-3338.

The theme of the con- 
ference in Atlanta was ‘‘Ex- 
cellence...The Path Chosen’’. 
Leaders in the field of 
deafness from throughout the 
country participated in the 
conference leading workshops 
and speaking, and much infor- 
mation was shared. 


In October, 1985, it will be 
Mississippi’s turn to host the 
Institute in Biloxi. It will be 
sponsored by the Council of 
Organizations Serving Deaf 
Mississippians and the Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation Ser- 
vices, Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. Margaret 
represents HJCD on _ the 
Council (COSDM), and is ser- 
ving as its president. Plans are 
already underway to make this 
upcoming conference a success 
in the education and 
rehabilitation fields as well as 
in all other areas serving the 
deaf people of Mississippi and 
the southeast.

Reading Department offers courses 
to help develop student’s skills 


Students who need help with 
spelling skills, vocabulary ex- 
pansion, faster and more effi- 
cient reading, understanding 
college textbooks, note- 
taking, test-taking, and im- 
proving grades are encouraged 
to enroll in an appropriate 
reading course offered by the 
Hinds Junior College District.

The five chosen from Hinds 
are Buddy Still of Pearl, 
Ronald Turner of Vicksburg, 
Johnny Elmore of Vicksburg, 
Mike Pitts of Jackson, and 
Joe Robinson of Jackson. 

Buddy Still of Pearl will be 
punting for the south team 
and also will be a_ back-up 
quarterback. Still, a 6’5’’ 225 
pounder, had 69 punts for the 
Eagles this season with an 
average of 41.3 for 2,849 
yards. His longest punt was 60 
yards. Still was All-Region last 
year and is All-Region this 
year as well. Still played foot- 
ball under Coach Doug Mer- 
chant while at Pearl. 

Ronald ‘‘Bernard’’ Turner 
played football at Warren 
Central and he will be playing 
flankerback in the All-Star 
game.

MGSLA offers millions in 
guaranteed student loans

the Mississippi Guarantee Stu- 
dent Loan Agency (MGSLA) 
surpassed the $100.5 million 
mark in guaranteed student 
loans.’’ That announcement 
was made by the agency’s 
director, Dr. Jim Flippin, at a 
news conference in Jackson, 
Tuesday. The MGSLA was 
established and placed under 
the direction of the Board of

Trustees of State Institutions 
of Higher Learning in April 
1981. The staff was employed 
in September 1981, and the 
first loan was guaranteed in 
April 1982. 


The Guarantee Agency 
guarantees loans originated by 
banks, savings and loan, credit 
unions, insurance companies, 
and educational institutions in 
Mississippi. Lending institu- 
tions make loans available to 
eligible Mississippi students at- 
tending postsecondary educa- 
tional institutions both in 
Mississippi and out-of-state, 
as well as students from other 
states attending colleges in 
Mississippi. The willingness of 
lenders in Mississippi to par- 
ticipate in the Guaranteed Stu- 


dent Loan Program allows for 


most students to secure these 
loans with their home town 
lenders. However, should they 
not be able to secure the loan 
with a home town lender, 
statewide lenders and a lender 
of last resort will provide for 
their needs. 


The Mississippi Guarantee 
Student Loan Agency provides 
extensive training for lenders 
and schools concerning the 
Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program. The Agency also 
provides to lenders, schools, 
parents, and students several 
publications concerning the 
Guaranteed Student Loan 
Program and other available 
student financial assistance. 

The Mississippi Guarantee 
Student Loan Agency is cur- 


rently working with 124 
Mississippi lenders, 666 educa- 
tional institutions nation- 


wide, and has guaranteed 
46,061 loans for approximate- 
ly $100,500,000.00. Providing 
access to student loans for 
qualified students who desire 
to pursue postsecondary 
education has been the major 
goal of the Board of Trustees 
through the Mississippi 
Guarantee Student Loan 
Agency. According to Dr. 
E.E. Thrash, Executive 
Secretary and Director of the 
Board of Trustees, ‘‘This goal 
has been accomplished with 
hard work and cooperation on 
the part of the Jenders- in 
Mississippi as well as educa- 
tional institutions.”’ 


Another key factor con- 
tributing to the success of 
lender participation, accor- 
ding to Flippin, was the crea- 
tion of the Mississippi Higher 
Education Assistance- Cor- 
poration (MHEAC). This 
private non-profit Corpora- 
tion was established at the re- 
quest of the Board of Trustees 
of State Institutions of Higher 
Learning. Through the sale of 
tax exempt revenue bonds the 
MHEAC can purchase from 
Mississippi lenders student 
loans already made by the 
lenders, thus allowing the 
lenders to reinvest part or all 
of this capital back into stu- 
dent loans. 


The Board of Trustees 
operates 14 additional State 
aid programs which, accor- 
ding to Flippin, provided 
almost $3.3 million in various 
kinds of student financial 
assistance so far this academic 
year.

Which form should you use? 


With more and more college 
students working there comes 
another important lesson you 
must learn.

When taxpayers file their 
Federal Income Tax Returns 
this year, they can choose 
from three different forms 
depending upon their cir- 
cumstances, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. Single 


taxpayers without any 
dependents, who do _ not 
itemize their deductions, 


whose taxable income of less 
than $50,000 a year is from 
wages, salaries, tips, and in- 
terest income of not over $400 
with no All-Savers_ interest, 
and who do not claim any tax 
credits, may be able to use the

Form 1040EZ. When filing a 
Form 1040EZ, a taxpayer can 
claim the charitable contribu- 
tion for being age 65 or older, 
or for blindness, and those 
with dividend income, cannot 
use the Form 1040EZ. 
Taxpayers who cannot use 
the Form 1040EZ because they 
have income from dividends 
or unemployment compensa- 
tion, in addition to wages, 
salaries, and tips, or whose in- 
terest income. exceeds $400, 
may be able to use the Form 
1040A. When using the Form 
1040A, taxpayers can also 
claim the credit for child and 
dependent care expenses, the 
partial credit for political con- 
tributions, and the earned in- 
come credit and take a deduc- 
tion for payments to an IRA, 
the deduction for a married 
couple when both work, and 
the partial deduction’ for 


charitable contributions. 

Of course, some taxpayers 
may not be able to use. a Form 
1040EZ or Form 1040A 
because of the amount or kind 
of income received, their filing 
status, the need to file certain 
additional forms and/or 
schedules, or the need to pay 
other taxes that can only be 
shown on a Form 1040. In ad- 
dition, taxpayers may choose 
the Form 1040 because they 
may want to claim itemized 
deductions, adjustments to in- 
come, or credits that cannot be 
taken when using the Form 
1040EZ or Form 1040A. 

Taxpayers generally receive 
the tax package which meets 
the needs of the form they fil- 
ed in the previous year. Addi- 
tional forms and schedules are 
available from local IRS of- 
fices and in many local banks 
and post offices. Many

The Bulldogs, just like the 
Eagles when they were down 
by 15, refused to quit. Utica 
battled back into the lead, 
60-59, on Mike White’s fast- 
break layup. 

Three times thereafter the 
score was locked, the last at 65 
with 53 seconds remaining on 
a Jimmie Johnson free throw. 
But he missed the potential go- 
ahead second shot and Lewis, 
with 44 seconds left, countered 
with a pair of free throws that 
turned out to be the winning 
points.

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Eagles complete 
successful season

With February ending and 
March fast approaching this 
can only mean that basketball 
tournament time is upon us. 
The 1984-85 Eagle Basketball 
team entered post season play 
February 18-20 and the Lady 
Eagles began play February 
21-23. The teams have gone in, 
somewhat, opposite direc- 
tions. 

. The men started the season 
with a 16 game winning streak 
by posting decisive victories 
over perennial powers-Utica, 
Gulf Coast, and Co-Lin. The 
Eagles would be ranked sixth 
in the nation before losing 
75-61 to the Southwest Bears 
in Summit. The Eagles lost 
three more games but finished 
the season with an astounding, 
20-4, regular season record 
and ranked sixteenth in the na- 
tion. The four losses coming 
late in the season made many 
think the Eagles were falling 
apart but head Coach Bob 
Garrison felt that his team 
would get back to their winn- 
ing ways. ‘‘We never told 
anybody we were 
unbeatable,’’ admits Gar- 
rison. Commenting on the 
losses to Southwest and Co-

hang my head with 19-4 
record.”’ 

The Eagles entered the 
Men’s South Division Tourney 
seed number two with seven 
o’clock tip-off time with arch 
rival, Utica. The Eagles 
defeated Utica 69-65 even 
though they were down by 15 
points at halftime. Hinds stan- 
dout, Robert Bendolph led the 
Eagles in scoring with a team- 
high 20 points. Hinds was then 
matched with Mississippi Gulf 
Coast JC and to the winner a 
guaranteed spot in the state 
championship playoffs.

they found themselves with a 
two point deficit at halftime. 
Bendolph led the Eagles with 
25. Bendolph,: ai @3a2 
sophomore forward, leads the 
team in scoring and reboun- 
ding. Alvin Morris, a 673” 
sophomore guard, leads the 
team in assist. Garrison will 
gladly admit that his 
sophomore crew consisting of 
Bendolph, Lewis, Morris, 
Wilkinson, and Veal, have all 
been very beneficial to the 
team’s success. Garrison add- 
ed, ‘‘I have a seven man team 
and all seven are very depen- 
dable.’’ After the victory over 
Gulf Coast JC, the Eagles ad- 
vanced to play Co-Lin. The 
Eagles have a 1-1 record 
against the Wolves this season 
with the loss coming in a close 
and controversial game at 
Mayo Field House. 

The 84-85 men’s team has 
been a credit to the Hinds 
Junior College District. Gar- 
rison stated, ‘‘Being ranked in 
the nations helps the school 
and the basketball program. 
The attention is good for both 
fans and players.”’ 

The Lady Eagles have seen a 
season unlike the men. The 
girls started the 84-85 cam- 
paign by losing their first 3 
games but continued to fight 
until they defeated a tough 
Holmes JC team. This year’s 
team showed great determina- 
tion but they continued to suf- 
fer on the court. The Lady 
Eagles closed the regular 
season with a 7-17 record but 
entered the Women’s South 
Division Tourney with great 
optimism. Utica’s Lady

Bill would eliminate different boards

The junior college bill that is 
being considered by the 
Mississippi Legislature was 
written and introduced by 
Rep. Santa Cruz and Rep. Bob 
Everett of the Education Com- 
mittee. 

The main objective of this 
bill, is for all junior colleges to 
be put under the State Board 
of Education. The result of 
this would be the termination 
of three different lay-men 


boards and give one main 
governing body leadership. 
The State Board would be in 
consultation with one board 
representing each county. The 
legislature wanted this to 
enhance state-wide planning 
on development of junior col- 
leges so that there would be no 
competition over students. 

Dr. George Moody, head of 
the Hinds Junior College 
Commission and Hinds Presi- 
dent, Dr. Muse both were 


against the bill. According to 
Dr. Muse, ‘‘I did not feel that 
the bill was good for the junior 
colleges. By next year we hope 
to have a study completed and 
would like a bill passed to help 
the junior colleges. It was that 
this one was not given enough 
time.”’ 

Many aspects of the bill 
were extracted for the sake of 
voting. However, the bill was 
tabled by the Ways and Means 
Committee by a 3-2 vote.

(9) Shall attend local and 
District Student Affairs Coun- 
cil Meetings 
VICE-PRESIDENT: 

(1) Shall preside over the 
Senate 

(2) Shall appoint special and 
ad hoc committees when need- 
ed 

(3) Shall serve in the absence 
of the Student Body President 

(4) Shall assume the position 
of President on case of 
resignation or removal of 
President 

(5) Shall have the authority 
to call Special Sessions of the 
Senate 

(6) Shall cast a vote on the 
Senate only in case of a tie 

(7) Shall work a minimum 
of 12 office hours per week 
SECRETARY: 

(1) Shall serve as clerk of 
Senate, Executive Council, 
and Cabinet, therefore, main- 
taining a permanent record of 
all meetings, including records 
of attendance of respective 
members 

(2) Shall prepare a copy of 
minutes and results of roll call for 
each member of the Executive 
Council, all other ASB officers, 
Director of Student Life, and 
Dean of Student Affairs 


(3) Shall prepare an agenda 


for Senate, Executive Council, 
and Cabinet Meetings 

(4) Shall record, in a perma- 
nent folder and separate from 
the minutes, all properly pass- 
ed proposals and resolutions 

(5) Shall maintain a 
minimum of 8 office hours per 
week

Hickman receives letter 40 years late 


It should have happened 
many years ago, but it didn’t. 
In 1943 there was the war. 
Lives were interrupted. Col- 
lege days were. forfeited. 
Careers were Stalled. 

Now, over 40 years later, 
Will Hickman returned to the 
Hinds Junior College District 
Raymond Campus to collect 
the Eagle basketball letter he 
never received. 

The appointment of Oxford 
native Hickman, a new board 
member of the State Institu- 
tions of Higher Learning, 
presented Hinds Junior Col- 
lege District President Dr. 
Clyde Muse with the oppor- 
tunity to invite the Hinds 
alumns to visit the campus he 
had departed four decades ago 
to volunteer for the service 
during the World War II. 

Dr. E.E. Thrash, executive 
secretary and director of the 
Board of Trustees of State In- 
stitutions of Higher Learning, 
also a Hinds alumnus, joined 
Hickman on his January 28 
journey to the HJCD. 

In appreciation of 
Hickman’s fond allegiance to 
Hinds Junior College, Dr. 
Muse arranged for retired 
basketball coach A.L. Denton 
to present to Hickman the 
basketball letter he missed col- 
lecting. 

As the pair thumbed 
through Denton’s 1942 Eagle 
Yearbook, marked with 
yellow crayon at the hand of 
Denton’s daughter, Betty, 
Hickman told ‘‘Coach’’ he 
well remembered the player’s 
golden rule. ‘‘You played to 
the best of your capability, 
and, if you didn’t, you sat on 
the bench.”’ 


Denton’s team was a 


disciplined one. Both men also 
remembered the game where 
Hickman sprinted up under 
the basket during a lay-up 
shot, shot the ball from the 
other side and missed it. A 
shot like that was forbidden by 
Denton. Hickman laughed 
and said as he remembered, ‘‘I 
didn’t even wait to be told. I 
went straight to the bench.’’ 
Hickman’s memories of 
Hinds are fond ones. As a 
young man, from rural Mon- 
ticello;. he’ felt=**very 
fortunate’’ to have the oppor- 
tunity to attend college and to 


‘play ball on a_ scholarship. 


During off-season he worked 
as a janitor in the Chemistry 
building. He stated, ‘‘There is 
a real place for junior colleges 
in our education system,’’ ad- 
ding that he believed junior 
colleges, like Hinds, greatly 
enhanced the opportunity for 
all individuals to go to college. 

His support of the junior col- 
lege system is evident. You will 
find Hinds Junior College listed 
in the education credentials on his 
resume; a practice shared by 
Thrash. Hickman explained, ‘‘I 
never thought of not listing it 
(Hinds Junior College).’’ In fact, 
after the war, he tried to re- 
enroll, but the college was 
overflowing with servicemen try- 
ing to resume their civilian lives. 
Dr. Muse told Hickman, ‘‘We 
are very pleased that a man of 
your prominence continues to list 
Hinds Junior College on _ his 
resume.’’ 


Today, there is a move 
toward employers encouraging 
the completion of a two-year 
degree in a variety of fields. A 
quick glance at the Hinds 
Junior College Alumnus of the 


Year recipients verifies the fact 
that many very successful in- 
dividuals began their college 
education at a junior college. 

Hickman, a senior member 
of the law firm at Sumners, 
Hickman, and Rayburn, is a 
fine example of a most 
talented individual whose 
roots are in the junior college 
system. 

He said, ‘‘Had it not been 
for my scholarship, and Hinds 
Junior College, I would not 
have been able to go to col- 
lege.”’

HJC students attend 
Ole Miss’ Scholar’s Bowl 


On Friday, March 28, two 
teams of Hinds students 
motored up to Oxford to take 
part in an historic event at the 
University of Mississippi. It 
was Ole Miss’ first attempt at 
a Scholar’s Bowl, with all of 
the state’s junior colleges in- 
vited to vie for scholarships in 
a TV-game question and 
answer type of format, com- 
plete with buzzers, lights and 
humor. 

It was a nice way to earn 
scholarship money. There 
were eighteen campuses 
represented, with each team 
having four members, every 
player came away a winner. 
They each earned a $400 
scholarship just for playing in 
the 2 day tournament, and 
there was the chance to earn 
scholarship money for their 
schools at $5 per correct 
answer, with first and second 
place winners taking top in- 
dividual scholarship prizes. 

The Raymond Campus 
team consisted of Pattie 
White, Jack Magee, Steve 
Shuttleworth and team captain 
Jerry Stroud. Representing the 
Jackson Campus were Sharon 
Willis, Bobbie Smith, Latrell 
Donovan and team captain 
William Mitchell, Jr. They 
were accompanied by Dr. Bar- 
bara Blankenship, director of 
student activities at Raymond, 
and Dr. Glenda Lester, 
counselor and instructor at the 
Universities Center. 

The students were selected 
on the basis of their strength in 
their respective academic 
fields of study and their will- 
ingness to participate in the 
competition. Every effort was 
made to insure that Hinds 
would carry well balanced 
teams to the bowl, able to hold 
their own in all of the 
disciplines. 

Both teams stood up very 
well in the 8-minute games, 
making it through the 
preliminaries and into the final 
rounds. The two teams com- 
peted at one point in the third 
game, producing an unhappy 
moment for both teams when 
Raymond came. out the win- 
ner, carrying on for Hinds as 
far as the fifth game. 

According to Dr. Lester, 
there was a good balance of in- 
telligent academic questions, 
as well as what Stroud 
characterized as ‘‘trivial ques- 
tions’’, all of which were col- 
lected from all departments on 
the Oxford Campus. Accor- 
ding to Stroud, many of the 
players agreed that some of 
the non-academic questions 


were ‘‘a little off-the-wall,’’ 
and in the realm of trivia, 
dealing heavily in movies, 
television and sports. For ex- 
ample, the question that 
knocked Raymond out of the 
running was one concerning 
“‘Gilligan’s Island,’’ and 
which, he says, turned the 
tournament for a moment 
from a scholars’ bowl to a 
‘reflex bowl.’’ ‘‘The whole 
board lit up at once,” he said. 
‘*‘It was just a matter of deter- 
mining who hit the button 


first. 
It was moments like that, he 


stated, that prompted. the 
moderator to apologize for the 
questions, some of which were 
so-simple-as-to-seem-hard, 


and some, which were just . 


plain painfully esoteric, and he 
humorously disclaimed any 
personal responsibility. 

If there was a few quirks in 
the questions, everyone was 
patient, realizing that it was 
Ole Miss’ first effort at this 
sort of thing. ‘‘They said they 
hope to do this every year,”’ 
said Stroud, ‘‘And they pro- 
mise to do better.”’ 

‘Better’? couldn’t include 
how the students were treated 
at Ole Miss. Lester and Stroud 
agreed that the Hinds teams 
enjoyed the experience at Ox- 
ford very much. Everything 
possible was done to see that 
all of the students were com- 
fortable and had a good time. 
“Everyone was very nice to 
us,’’ they said. ‘‘They couldn’t 
have been better.’’ The 
students stayed in the campus 
Alumni House and all of the 
recreational facilities in the 
Athletic Complex were kept 
open past regular hours 
especially for their use. 

To provide a little incentive 
for Hindsonians for next 
year’s Bowl, here is what the 
top winners walked away with. 
Meridian Junior College took 
first place, earning personal 
scholarships of $3900 each to 
the Oxford Campus, and the 
Jefferson Davis Campus of 
Gulf Coast won second 'place, 
with $3400 scholarships for 
each member.

Dr. Nell Ann Pickett, 
Ph.D., won the SCETC - Greg

Along with a trophy and a 
plaque, Pickett also received a 
check for $500. Pickett was 
nominated for this award by 
her co-workers and_ other 
faculty. 

Dr. Pickett has been 
teaching at Hinds Junior Col- 
lege on the Raymond campus 
in the English Department for 
18 years.

Hinds for Dr. Pickett seemed 
like a promotion, because she 
feels a two-year college puts 
more emphasis on_ teaching 
and community service rather 
than on research. Some 
helpful advice given by Dr. 
Pickett for those who plan to 
go into the teaching profession 
is ‘‘teaching is one of the most 
enjoyable, but demanding 
professions that a _ person 
could enter. It’s demanding 
and no one gets caught up un- 
til the end of the semester.’’ 
Some of the ways Dr. Pickett 
feels teaching has changed 
from when she first started are 
the physical conditions, better 


backgrounds of students, and 
the emphasis on teaching how 
to think rather than what to 
think. 

Dr. Pickett has co-authored 
three books along with Ann 
Laster. These books include: 
Technical English, Occupa- 
tional English and Handbook 
for Student Writing. Pickett 
also wrote two other books, 
which were Practical Com- 
munication and Technical and 
Business Communications in 
Two- Year Programs. 

Dr. Pickett plans to pur- 
chase the 54 vol. set of Great 
Books of the Western World 
with the $500 she received. 
The books will help her in her 
teaching. To get away from 
the demands of teaching, Dr. 
Pickett enjoys reading, 


fishing, and traveling. This 
summer she is going to Greece, 
Italy, and London for five 
weeks. 

Dr. Pickett credits her suc- 
cess to her hardworking family 
and her encouraging husband.

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Eagles defeated by 
Allegany & West Ark 
in Nat’! Tournament 


Third ranked Allegany 
Community College defeated 
the Hinds Eagles in the first 
round of play for both colleges 
at the National Junior College 
Basketball Tournament in 
Hutchinson, Kansas. The 
Eagles were defeated 85-60 by 
Allegany who now goes 32-3 
for the season while Hinds 

- moves to 26-7. 

The Eagles moved to the 
consolation bracket and 
played West Ark Arkansas in 
game two for the Hinds team. 
‘The Eagles were defeated by 
the Lions 76-69 in their bid to 
remain in tournament play. 

The Eagles who were ranked 
16 going into the first round of 
play opened the game with a 
5-3 lead over the Trojans from 
Cumberland, Maryland. As 
the game progressed the lead 
switched back and forth with 
the Eagles leading and then 
Allegany, and at one point the 
two teams were tied 21-21. 

Hinds Robert Bendolph was 

“the first player on both teams 
to go into double figures with 
10 points and as the score 
climbed both teams were neck 
and neck. With only 3:34 left 
in the first half Allegany had a 
28-27 lead which continued 
and with 1 minute left 
Allegany had a one point lead 
of 34-33. 

Both teams had _ been 
reported to play about the 
same coming into the tourna- 
ment with Allegany allowing 
only 59 points a game against 
them while Hinds had allowed 
69 points a game against them.

Other Eagles scorers were 
Alvin Morris with 8 points, Al

point. = 

Leading scorer for the Tro- 
jans was Darren Mosley with 
21 points for the game. 

In game number two for the 
Hinds Eagles against West 
Ark from Fort Smith, Arkan- 
sas the Eagles were hoping to 
remain alive in tournament 
play. 

The West Ark Lions, who 
are former National Cham- 
pions of the NJCAA, took an 
early lead in the game 6-2 and 
continued their drive to cap- 
ture the win. With 14 minutes 
left in the half West Ark still 
maintained their 4 point lead 
of 4 and the score was 12-8 for 
the Lions. With 1:21 left the 
Eagles were behind by 9 but 
were able to put 2 more points 
on the board before the half 
giving the Lions 23-25 at the 
sound of the halftime buzzer.

Famous poet visits campus 


James Dickey, America’s 
most famous living poet, will 
be on the Raymond Campus 
of the Hinds Junior College 
District April 29. He will read 
-poetry at 11:00 a.m. in Cain 
Hall Auditorium. 

Dickey, born in Atlanta, 
Georgia, on Ground Hog Day, 
came to write poetry ‘‘com- 
paratively late.’’ His first 
volume Into the Stone (1960) 
was not published until Dickey 
was in his late thirties. He left 
a lucrative advertising career 
to write full time. 

And write he has. He has 
published several volumes of 
poetry, as well as a_ novel 
(Deliverance, 1970) which was 
made into a successful motion 
picture. Dickey wrote the 
screenplay adaptation. 

Dickey’s first three volumes 
(Into the Stone; Drowning 
with Others, 1962; and 
Helmets, 1964) reveal his first

poetic phase. The poems are 
imagistic, short, concise. 
Animals, nature, and physical 
prowess are frequent subjects, 
and the dominant themes are 
death and renewal. An interest 
in the grotesque is also pre- 
sent. 

The next volume 
Buckdancer’s Choice (1965) 
shows a shift in technique, as 
well as subjects and themes. 
Dickey reveals an increased in- 
terest in form as a means to 
reveal observations. Dickey’s 
sense of the grotesque remains 
strong. 

In later volumes of poetry, 
Dickey seems to be interested 
in violence and power as sub- 
jects. He continues to show 
remarkable verbal energy, 
poetic intensity, and stylistic 
innovations. Many of_ his 
poems seem designed to shock 
the reader, as well as enlighten 


and entertain. He continues to 
be concerned with the in- 
stincts, the unconscious, and 
the primitive. 

Dickey’s early admiration 
for Lord Byron and what he 
symbolizes--masculinity and 
adventure--has enhanced 
Dickey’s own poetry career 
and lifestyle. A football player 
and track star in high school 
and college, he is an avid out- 
doorsman, archery expert, and 
guitarist. He served as a 
fighter pilot in World War II 
and in the Korean Conflict. 
He has called himself ‘‘a wild 
motorcycle rider.’’ 

Dickey has taught at several 
colleges and universities and 
has read his poetry and lec- 
tured throughout the country. 
He has served as Consultant in 
Poetry to the Library of Con- 
gress. Poetry remains his 
primary vocation and interest.

College degree needed 


Let’s tell it like it is! 

You might not like the cold harsh facts or as they 
may say, ‘‘Don’t confuse me with the facts,’’ but let’s 
look at what is sure to be a problem for many as soon 
as the semester comes to a climax. 

Every year, at the end of the year, many students 
become members of the much talked about class of 
our society, ‘‘the drop-out.”’ 

Becoming a member of this class, they never find 
their way back to the ivy halls, and begin a life which 
will bring many disappointments - and it all started 
when they made the decision not to continue their 
schooling. 

A strong parallel can be drawn between the rising 
drop-out rate among students and criminal statistics. 
Penologists have long recognized the significantly 
high incident of immaturity and financial problems 
among convicted felons. 

Penal history proves that it is usually the 
uneducated man who comes to prison. The reason for 
this seems to be exceedingly simple. He was not 
prepared to compete in a free society, so he turned to 
crime to secure his needs and wound up behind bars. 

No longer is a high school diploma what is needed, 
but a person must seek a college degree if he intends 
to be a competitor for top level jobs. 

The problem of the drop-out is one society must 
reckon with. The more immediate one, that of 
preparing ourselves to compete in the free world, re- 
mains ours.

English students make flags 


Sophomores Ty Powers and 
Maria Walston recently par- 
ticipated in the Shakespearean 
Celebration by making huge 


replicas from William 
Shakespeare’s time. The 
celebration took place on 


Tuesday, April 23 and was 
presented by the Hinds Junior 
College English Department. 
Powers and Walston, 
members of Dr. Nell Pickett’s 
Honors English Literature 
class at Hinds, were assigned 
the duty of making flags for 
the Shakespearean Celebra- 
tion. Five flags were made. 
Each was six feet long and 
three feet wide. It took ap- 


proximately four hours to 
make each flag. The flags were 
made of felt and the material 
for all five flags amounted to 
ten yards! 

The flags consisted-of a red 
and white London’s flag that 
exhibited the cross of St. 
George and the sword of St. 
Paul; a gold and black flag 
adorned with Shakespeare’s 
coat-of-arms; and Scotland’s 
blue and white that displayed 
St. Andrew’s saltire. Other 
flags included a red and white 
flag with St. George’s cross on 
it, and the last flag, which was 
a combination of the last two 
flags mentioned, was called 


the Union Jack flag. 


Powers said they chose these | 


flags because they each 
represented something from 
Shakespeare’s time. For in- 
stance, the Union Jack flag 
came out the same year that 
Romeo and Juliet was publish- 
ed. 


‘*Making these banners has 
helped us learn about human 
relationships simply because 
when you learn to work 
together, you learn to work on 
things even though you don’t 
feel like working and you learn 
to take compliments!’’ stated 
Powers.

Hey Vern, it’s me, ERNEST P. WORREL!!!

There’s this new guy in com- 
mean? 
Well, this guy is the South’s 
answer to Steve Martin. Only 
better. I mean, the guy is look- 
ing for laughs, Vern. He is cut 
out to bea cutup. 


What’s that, Vern? You 


know him already? He’s your 


ole buddy Ernest P. Worrel? 
Jim Varney, the man behind 
‘*old buddy Vern’’ is on his to 
becoming a star. He is taking 
the entertainment industry by 
storm, from the backdoor. 
Just looking at Ernest 
makes one want to laugh. He’s 
got a long, goofy face with 
Barney Google eyes, a gaping 
mouth and rubber lips. His 
garb—khaki cap, vest, sweat- 
blue jeans and 


the Southern redneck. 

If anybody doesn’t know 
Ernest, he’s the good ole boy 
next door appearing on televi- 
sion commercials all over the 
country. After a dubious 
reception in some areas, the 
spots caught on like wildfire. 

The character of Ernest is a 
self-effacing spoof on an ob- 
noxious, lovable, talkative 
know-it-all, who is forever in- 
truding on the peace and quiet 
of his neighbor, Vernon. The 
audience never sees Vernon, 
the camera is Vernon’s 
perspective on the scene. 

The single perspective con- 
attention on the 
ludicrous carryings-on of 
Ernest, who makes himself a 
laughingstock while trying to 
be ‘‘cool,’’ worldly and 
knowledgeable. 

His constant haranging is 
obnoxious, because he never 
gives Vernon a chance to get a 


word in edgewise. He juts his 
jaw into the camera to increase 
the comic distortion, giving 
the sketch the flavor of a home 
movie. At the same _ time, 
however, it is plain that Ernest 
is a harmless, good-hearted, 
good ole boy just trying to put 
on a good front. That makes 
him human and vulnerable. 

In the Mississippi area, he 
has been seen on commercials 
for Dairy Fresh Milk, Entex 


and television stations in 
Jackson and Mobile, 
Alabama. . 

In a recent interview, 


Varney said the character of 
Ernest was created when ‘‘my 
friend John Cherry called me 
from Kentucky one day and 
told me about this character he 
had in mind. Then we got 
together and worked it out.’’ 

In portraying Ernest, 
Varney said he draws on peo- 
ple he met from his home 
state. 

‘‘Most of the state of Ken- 
tucky is in there,’’ he said. 

The comedian’s impeccable 
timing and rapid-fire delivery 
are outstanding features of the 
Ernest commercials. Varney 
said working live helps keep 
his timing hot: 

‘*] just got back from 
Vegas. Working before a live 
crowd develops your timing. If 
you don’t work live, you lose 
the edge,’’ he said. 

When Varney rattles off his 
lines, syllables run together at 
a frantic rate, but his words 
are still intelligible. His live 
stage training as a 
Shakespearean actor no doubt 
helped considerably with tim- 
ing and enunciation. He has 
appeared in nearly two dozen 
stage plays, including William 


‘*‘Midsummer 
? in which he 


Shakespeare’s 
Night’s Dream,’ 
starred as Puck. | 

Varney has appeared in 
several nightclubs, and in a 
dozen or so television series or 
specials. It is the character of 
Ernest, however, that powered 
Varney’s sudden rise to star- 
dom. 

Recently, he starred in an 
hour-long TV special, ‘‘Hey 
Vern, It’s My Family

Album.”’ It was a full hour of 
side-splitting cutups, proving 
that Varney can maintain the 
pace of a longer format. 
Varney played six roles in that 
special about Ernest’s 
‘*ancestors.”’ 

He prefers even longer for- 
mat, the full-length feature 
movie. 

‘*TV is too rushed,’’ Varney 
said. ‘‘The deadline pressure is 
too much. Later you look 
back and say, ‘Gosh, I wish I 
had done that better.’ In a 
movie, you have time to do it 
right. You can do it over if you 
didn’t like it the first time.”’ 

Varney said TV producers 
have sent him many scripts. 

“It might be fun to do a 
variety-comedy show,’’ he 


said, -°‘but .. I. like “feature 
movies better.’’ 
Varney just finished 


shooting a feature-length film, 
‘Dr. Otto and the Riddle of 
the Gloom Beam,’’ which is to 
be released soon. Varney plays 
five villains in the movie, in-

cluding a wicked scientist. 

Varney is considering star- 
ting another movie in October. 
Or, he might do another 
Ernest special. 

Cherry said Ernest’s hit-and ~ 
-run style of fast-paced, 
frenetic humor would be ex- 
tremely difficult to maintain 
for a half-hour show, let alone 
a full-length movie. That is 
why the character has been 
limited to the 30-second com- 
mercials and other brief ap- 
pearances, he said. : 

Although the special was all 
about Ernest’s family tree, 
Ernest himself appeared only 
briefly. 

Most actors are cautious 
about being ‘‘typed.’’ Doing 
the same thing over and over 
can be tiring, and can limit 
one’s career. 

Sometimes, however, a 
character comes along that 
refuses to die; a character that 
meshes so well with the actor’s 
personality that they almost 
become one and the same.
